heart. The arches below. the.County Fire- 
office at the Quadrant, in Regent-street, are 
distant from the Dnke of York’s pillar‘about 
600 yards, so the officers of the Senior and 
Junior United Service Clubs may form some 
idea of the efficacy of these French rifles. 
But sirfbe. 1838:-many improvements have 
been made in Mr. Delvigne’s rifle and its am- 
munition. In 1842 there were ten battalions 
of these tirailleurs, armed with what was 
then thought the perfection of a rifle, but in 
1846 great improvements\were made. There 
are now in the French army a force of 14,- 
000 men armed with this “ 1846: model rifle” 
—this unerring and marderous weapon, with 
its eylindro-conique hollow: ball. (Orders 
have. been lately'given to “ riffe ® the com- 
mon muskets of the French army, and to 


-| provide the cylindro-conique hollow ball) 


This ball resembles a large acorn, with its 
point like the top of a Gothic arch (Ogive.) 
The present French musket “ fasil de muni- 
tion,” model 1840, is fully. as good as the 
musket now used in the British army, and I 
here give the results of 300 shots of model 


| rifle 1846 (with balis before they were made 


hollow) and of 300 shots of the musket (as 
good as the British,) these 600 shots being 
fired by the same men at a distance of 656 
yards. The targets fired at were five pan- 
els, made of boards of poplar wood, each 
about an inch thick. The four were placed 
directly in rear of the first at a distance of 
a yard from each other. Each panel was 13 


| feet longeand 6 feet high, thus represent- 


ing a column, of sections composed of six 
men in front (a man in the ranks occupies 
22 inches.) The model rifle, 1846, pot in 
the target of the 300 shots 127 balls, of 
which 33 went through the whole of the 
five panels, and out of the 300 shots fired 
from the French musket (equal to the Brit- 
ish) only 33 balls struck the target, eight 
of which only penetrated the first panel and 
two balls the second. Thus the 14,000 
French with their present rifles, can hit a 
section of 6 men in front 40 times in 100 
shots; while the British muskets, with simi- 
lar distance’ and number of shots, can hit 
only 1] times. 

But since the late invention of the hollow 
cylindro-conique balls by Captain Minie, and 
now used at Vincennes, as precise firing can 
be done, at 1,150 yards as I have above 
stated at 856 yards, and Captain Minie him- 
self will undertake to-hit a man at a distance 
of 1,420 yards three times vut of five shots, | 
This ball always enters with the point, and 
if fired at a distance of 1,500‘yards, will 
penetrate two inches into poplar-wood. Until 
recently I myself was incredulous, but per- 
sonal acquaintance~ with one of the earliest 
and best instructors in ‘the Ecole de ‘Tir, and 
Ihave gone over the practice ground with 
him, make me feel quite certain of the trath 


of what [ assert. The ground is marked out 


for the recruits, beginning at 200 yards from 
the target, and increasing by 100 yards, 
finishes at 1,150 yards. It is found by cal-

By a 
very simple instrument of the size of a pen- 


knife, called a stadia, distance can be mea- 


sured accurately to 500: yards, and the sights 
of the rifle can be adjusted to the space in- 
dicated by the stadia, I have tried this sta- 
dia and measured the distances’ indicated, 
atid pacing the ground found it correct. At 
a distance of 765 yards, this’ rifle would to 
A certainty knock down a life- guardsman in 
spite of a cuirass,.and a fropt of tea men at 
1,100 yards. I cannot pretend: to: give a 
scientific description of this carabine-a-tige 
and its ammunition. The. barrel. is about 
2 feet 10 inches long. The breech is smooth, 
witha, gmall piege of steel of cylindrical 
form screwed into its centre, ‘and -on the 
Proper adjustment of this piece’ of steel (tige) 


bayonet is fixed, the length i is about 6 feet, 
and its weight about 10lb. This sabre bayo- 
net ig admirably adapted for attack and de- 
mg] erry and can also be used as a bill hook. 
The interior of the barrel has four spiral 
grooves, deeper at the breech than at the 
mouth. The old French ball weighs 26 
grammes, this ball 474 grammes: The ball

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is of| ead, of cylindro-conique shape but 
hollow towards the thicker end, into which 


fixed in the ball, and resting on the powder. 
When fired this piece of circular iron (culot) 
is forced inte the interior of the leaden ball, 
and consequently presses its parts outwards 
against the sides of the barrel, and produces 
a more certain aim than if the ball had been 
forced down with a heavy ramrod and mal- 
let. This rifle can be loaded with the same 
quickness as the common musket. This 
hollow ball appears the great improvement. 
The price of the French musket is. 36f., or 
£1 8s. and that of the carabine-a-tige, with 
bayonet, 54f., or £2 3s. The charge of 
powder is 44 grammes, but I am ignorant 
of-the manner of making the ball and its 
cost, a8 this information has been refused to 
me. 

The éMeiiey of this arm is daily proved 
in Algeria, and at the late siege of Rome 
not an artilleryman could stand at his gun, 
and Garibaldi’s officers in scarlet were regu- 
larly shot down withont seeing or hearing 
from what quarter the shut came. On the 
practice ground, on a very clear calm day, 
I could sée the smoke at a distance of 1,150 
yards, but could scarcely hear the report. 
Atthe late election of the President of France, 
on the Boulevards of Paris, one of these new 
balls entered the forehead of a Socialist Re- 
presentative the moment he appeared on the 
barricade with his red flag—in short, disguise 
it as one may, 500 men so armed are more 
than a match for any 3,000 men armed with 
the present British, musket. 

_e * * © There is now as much dif- 
ference between the rifle of the Tirailleurs 
aod our regulation muskets as between our 
muskets and the bows and arrows of the 
Indians. All the officers know the difficulty 
of holding even veteran soldiers in hand 
when they see their comrades falling from 
unseen foes ; therefore one may easily sup- 
pose what panic would be among the Caf.- 
fres when if four are together one of them 
for a certainty would be shot at a distance 


each ball fired would kill its man at 1,530 
yards; and I have no hesitation in saying 
that if the force at the Cape were armed as 
they ought and might be, the war would 
svon finish, and with-comparative little blood- 
shed, 

A new erain warfare has begun. A large 
force of cavalry will be decimated before 
they can come into action. Officers sent 
out.on reconnoissance are certain of being 
shot by an unseen foe. Field artillery is 
only efficacious ‘against‘a column at a dis- 
tance not exceeding 700 yards, and of what 
use is the gun without its men and horses, 
which are sure to be struck down! Asa 
matter of economy compare the expense of 
one gun with its requisites, and £2 3s. the 
price of carabine-a-tige. The French to save 
damaging the buildings and monuments of 
Rome, used their tirailleurs to shoot down 
the enemy’s artillerymen the moment they 
appeared at their guns, I have considered 
itmy duty to attempt to show the benefit 
which may accrue to the country by arming 
our men with this weapon. If our 40,000 
sportsmen were armed with this weapon, 
what country would ever dare even to think 
of invading the British Isles?. Iam well 


‘aware that many prejudices must be over- 


come before any. new plan is tried. I have 
shown how comparatively trifling would be 
the expense, but still 1 doubt’ its adoption, 
as many officers still in the British army 
remember that the powder on the soldier’s 
head was considered quite as necessary as 
the powder in his cartouche-box.—From a 
published letter on the Caffre War.

a Dr. KING IN PRISON. 

The Evangelist publishes a letter written 
by Dr. King, the American Missionary in 
Greece, in the prison at Athens, The letter 
is dated March 9, and the Dr. thus writes: 
- Tam now in prison, and my. name is in- 
scribed among the vilest malefactors of 
Greece, in a book kept for the purpose, in 
which the name of all who enter are written, 
with the age, description of their person, 
and the crime for which they have been 
guilty. Mine is that of preaching the word 
of God. That of two others, here in chains, 
is the murder of seventeen persons. 

The Prison is called Medrese, which is 
a Turkish word meaning school : and this is 
so called because it was formerly used by 
the Turks asaschool. And itis indeed such 
a school as that in which prophets and apostles 
were formerly taught. Do not think that I 
am sorrowful. By no means—my soul is 
full of joy. I consider this one of the bright- 
est and happiest days of my life. In all 
the agitating scenes that have taken place 
within a few days past, I have felt that God 
was with me ina peculiar manner. My 
heart was tranquil, trusting in God. I felt 
that.if my life should fall a sacrifice to the 
rage of my enemies, I had a hope of a better 
house, even a “ building of God, an house 
not made with hangs, eternal in the heavens.” 
Last Friday, just before I went to my 
trial, I read the 121st Psalm in the presence 
of my family, offered a short prayer, and 
took what I thought might be a final leave 
of my wife, Mary, and my sweet little in- 
fant babe, and went without trembling, ‘feel- 
ing great confidence in Him who has so of- 
ten delivered me in time of danger. Wil- 
liam I took with me, because I wished him 
to see the court before which his father was 
arraigned, and that (in case my life should 
be taken) he might have a more vivid im- 
pression of me in his memory. . After hear- 
ing my condemnation to imprisonment and 
exile, | returned to my house, where I was 
permitted to remain .a short time before 
going to prison. The next day I felt now 
and then a pang at the thought of leaving my 
family, and Fcannot say that no fear came 
into my eyes when I thought that the exile 
from my field of labors might be perpetual. 
The second day, which yas Sunday, I found 
comfort in looking to him who was with 
John in.his exile at Patmos, “ for the word 
of God, and for the testimony of Jesus 
Christ.” The third day, that is on Monday, 
I sent word to the King’s attorney that I was 
ready to go to prison, and the arrangement 
was made for me to enter this morning. But 
of this prison and the state of the prisoners I 
must give a short description. 
Besides myself there are one hundred and 
twenty-five persons. A few days since there 
were one hundred and eighty. Those occupy 
eleven small rooms, eight of which are about 
ten or eleven feet square, in each of which 
are from eight to twelve persons. The other 
three rooms are perhaps two or three times 
as large, and in each are confined twenty-five 
persons. From these facts you can judge 
of the accommodations enjoyed here. Most 
of them have no beds on which to sleep, and 
some not very warmly clad. It is cnough 
to make one’s heart ache to see them. The 
sight of them made me feel that my trials 
and troubles were small. Decent looking 
men, and the vilest malefactors; men not 
yet tried, and who are perhaps innocent, 
and those who have already been condemned 
for piracy, rape, and murder; the youth 
who has committed perhaps his first crime, 
or no crime at all; and those who have 
grown old in iniquity, and whose consciences 
are seared as with a hot iron, are here, crowd- 
ed together in one common mass, from which 
proceeds an odor by no means agreeable, 
even now when the weather is cool, and 
which, as the weather grows warm, must 
become intolerable. And just think of sleep- 
ing in a little room, about ten feet square, 


for the night, and only a small window in 
the door for air, and one by the side of it 
for light, darkened by its thick heavy iron 
gates, and looking upon a small court within. 
After | made my appeal to the Areopa- 
gus, the King’s Attorney, at the request of 
my lawyers, ordered the keeper of the pris- 
on to conduct me to the police office, where 
Iam to remain imprisuned till the court 
above mentioned shall decide my case. 

_ The director of the police treats me very 
kindly, and all my friends are frec to .call 
on me whenever they please, without a per- 
mit from the King’s Attorney.

Tue Specie Movement.--The amount 
of gold deposited in the United States Mint 
during the month of April has been $3,070,- 
000. The official statement will vary but 
little from thisamount. During this period 
the entire shipments of specie from this 
country to Europe have been only eight 
thousand dollars. It will be remembered 
that-on the Ist inst. we estimated the excess 
of our recent receipts of gold over our ex- 
ports at about $6,800,000.

DAHOMEY. 


The London Times gives the following 
fascinating description of Dahomey, the coun- 
try on the coast of Africa, which the British 
Government has recently taken under its pro- 
tection: 


“The great potentate of the District in 
question is a wretched negro, who calls him- 
self Guezo, King of Dahomey. As he is now 
himself, so would all his predecessors appear 
to have heen. _ It would seem that abont 200 
vears ago, a savage called Tahcohdohnoh, 
King of Takkee,marched in hostile guise upon 
tle town of Abomey. Here he performed a 
vow to his fetish by ripping open the belly of 
the captured prince, and placing the mangled 
corps under the foundations of his new pal- 
ace, which was thence called ‘Dahomey,’ or 
‘Dah’s Belley.” Hence the kingdom has 
received the name of Dahomey. Guezo, the 
present king of Dah’s Belly, is a brutal sav- 
age, who spends his time among his 18,000 
wives, and in cutting the throats of all the 
weaker tribes who have the misfortune to 
live in his vicinity. Commander Forbes 
of the Bonetta, made an excursion to the 
lair of this drunken monster, and found him 
in the midst of his women and his pannikins 
of rum. Ata grent festival held in honor of 
their arrival, this King of Dahomey or Dah’s 
Belly indulged his visitors with the sight of 
n decapitation, just as an European Sover- 
eign would take his guests to a review or fo 
the Opera. The victims were brought in in 
baskets or boats, strapped down as criminals 
arein France, when they are brought up to 
be thrust under the knife of the guillotine. 
The boat or basket was placed on a parapet. 
The King gave the basket a push from above 
which caused it to topple over a hight of 
twelve feet. Immediately the poor creatures 
heads reached the ground, they were, of 
course, stunned, and before they recovered 
themselves the executioners had finished the 
Lloody work, and the bodies were cast out 
to the wolves and vultures. ‘These men 
were prisoners of war, not criminals, And 
such is the wretch with whom our diplomat- 
ic and naval agents on the spot have been 
in close relations. 


Self Instruction. 


Self-Instruction does not consist alone in 
reading, even good books. The mind mast 
be disciplined to anaiyze what is said, and to 
select and treasure up what is best adapted 
toits wants and its improvement. I[t must 
be taught to separate the wheat from the 
chaff. The particular business in which we 
are employed in life, ought first to engage our 
attention,as administering immediately to our 
wants. When ‘our personal concerns are 
provided for, we have high duties to our 
friends and our country. We may be great- 
ly aided in these private concerns and pub- 
lic duties by the example and advice of oth- 
ers, capable of instructing, which are to be 
found in books. These furnish us with the ex- 
perience of every age and country. Nor are 
the physical powers to be overlooked, in our 
efforts to improve our mimds. The body 
must be trained to temperance and exercise 
if the mind, its consort, would attain to dis- 
tinction and usefulness. The mental powers 
can only he kept in healthy tone with the con- 
sent and co-operation of the body. Hence, 
men who have displayed the greatest efforts 
of mind, have in every age courted exercise, 
in order to impart a healthfuf vigor to the 
body. Ido not mean to garrel with any one’s 
habits, by the remark, that most of the men 
who have distinguished themselves hy’ suc- 
cessful literary and philosophical research, 
have chosen the dawn of morning as the fa- 
vorite time for study and contemplation. It 
is not a little singular, that most, and I be- 
lieve all, of thé brute creation, except beasts 
of prey, which subsists on the substance of 
others, obeying the power of instinct, retire 
to rest and repose with the sun, and rise 
with it to renew their daily employments; 
while man, endowed with reason, perverts 
the seeming designs of Providence, aud igno- 
bly wastes, in slumber, the choicest hours, 
which wise men have consecrated to study 
or to business. | 
Self-instruction is a means of improve- 
ment that lies within the reach of every in- 
dividual in-this favored nation. In this re- 
spect we enjoy high privileges, and sustain 
high responsibilities. In most of the Asiatic 
countries, the influence of caste has a paraly- 
sing effect upon the developement of genius 
and culture of intellect. Every sonis-bornto 
the business of his fatner. He cannot rise 
above it. ‘The mass of population are virtu- 
ally serfs to the privileged classes. Nor is 
the condition of the people of Earope much 
superior. The advantages of education, and 
the opportunities of self-instruction, to: the 
laboring classes, are comparatively limited. 
They are not permitted to look up to the hon- 
ors and distinctions of society. A restricted 
education best fits them for the menial con- 
dition which they occupy in the social scale. 
And even in Great Britain, whose inhabitants 
justly boats.of more learning and more free- 
dom than any other portion of the old world

The Convention.—Views of the Press. 
- We are pleased to find that the press of this 
State, with but few exceptions, are disposed to 
regatd the proceedings of the late Convention 
as putting at rest the question which has so dis- 
tracted our State, and that there is manifested 
but little disposition to continue the agitation, 
The Co-operation journals, without an exception, 
are found cordially to approve the Conven- 
tion’s action, regarding it mercly as the affirming 
of those opinions which they‘have held in com- 
mon with the secession party, without in any 
wise sanctioning the policy which they have 
been forced, in reason, to condemn. On the 
other hand, the greater number of the Secession 
journals, are either found to approve the action 
unqualifiedly, or to submit with a good grace to 
the necessity which rendered unattflinable the 
purpose which they profess to have desired. 

But to these remarks there are exceptions.— 
The Daily Register considers the Convention's 
action as the death of Secession, and assumes 
the double office of undertaker and priest, both 
furnishing the coffin and pronouncing the fu- 
neral service in the appalling language, “Dead ! 
Dead! Dead!” which marks it as a judicial ex- 
tinction of vitality. On the other hand the Caro- 
linian tickles itself with the idea of a victory ; 
and suddenly arousing from the pleasing dream, 
procluims “three times three,” and stands 
amazed to find its own voice alone responsive 
in victorious acclamations! These two stand 
in amusing contrast, the one proclaiming Victory, 
the other Death ! 

The Mercury, too, conscious of having fuiled 
to play its part acceptably to the people, sceks 
to hide its chagrin iv graceful “ bows to the 
will of the majority.” It likes it not, however, 
to yield thus tamely, for “ bows” are irksome 
at.d give bat meagre solace to the fretted spirit ; 
and it would hence have much preferred to 
echo the proclamation of victory and wave its 
hat in unison with thesolitary checrings of the 
Carolinian: But Mr. Ruetr was in sore travail 
and most desperately out of sorts and it became 
not the servant to rejvice whilst his Prince was 
sad! It attempts however to derive a small solace 
in the idea that the Convention has conferred 
on the Legislature the power of seceding in any 
future emergency—the prudence of which it 
sa gely doubts, not thinking to doubt the fact! 

And the Southern Patriot, too, gives occasion- 
al indications of discontent, coupled withal with 
words of approval ; so nearly akin does it find 
the views of the Convention to its own holzday 
opinions, such for instance as it puts forth in 
prospectuses and minority resolutions. It, too, 
hints of victory, and reminds us much of the 
goud old story of “ Betsy and the Bear; save 
that it claims to itvelf al/ the glory of the killing, 
and ungallantly endeavors to poke its fun at 
Betsy ! We confess ourselves amused with its 
fantastic humors, as it treads the walk with 
stutely struttings ; the one while attempting to 
imitate “the sieady tramp of a Roman Legion,” 
and anon bandying compliments with Mr. 
Ruettr! Extremes do sometimes meet, and 
certainly they meet here. Well may Mr. Ruett 
compliment the Patriot, for he found it useful 
in furthering his scheme of Secession, even as 
the preacher findspften a ready means of inciting 
to a zealous preparation for the better world by 
presenting a finished picture of ‘‘t’other place. ’ 
Those who heard Mr. Ruxtt at Rossville wiil 
recullect how admirable was the purpose the 
Patriot served him, and how deep down and 
loathsome was the hole in which he finally stowed 
it. Itis refreshing now to find them cheek-by- 
jowling. each regarding the other as the great- 
est possible specimen except himself.

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Examination at the Brick Church Female Acade- 
my, under the Superintendence of Miss M. A. 
C. Webster. 

Mr. Epiror: It was our happy privilege to 


be present at the Brick Church, near Rocky 
Creek, on the 29th of April, when the exercises 
connected with this examination were attended 
to. The events connected with the occasion 
were of the most auspicious nature. The morn- 
ing was pleasant—the sky was clear—not a 
cloud decked the horizon—the weather was 
mild, and every circumstance was attended with 
joy. Atan early period in the day, carriages, 
buggies, and the various favilities fur travelling, 
that characterize and adorn our age, were seen 
rulling on in the direction of the Academy. It 
was plainly manifest that something of more 
than ordinary interest, was in fund anticipation. 

At half-rast eight o'clock, a vast crowd of the 
sober and intelligent citizens of the surround- 
ing country had assembled, and Miss Webster 
with calin and dignified composure, called her 
School to order, and began the exercises of the 
day. The School contains over thirty pupils, of 
different ages and attainments; these were at- 
tired in a style, exhibiting ease, beauty and 
taste. 

The important exercises of the occasion were, 
with great propriety, introduced by reading a 
portion of the Lloiy Scriptures ; that divine foun- 
tain, from which flows every blessing that makes 
the condition of man in this world, comfortable 
and desirable. 

After the termination of this solemn exercise, 
the regular Examination commenced. 

A Ist and 2d Class in Grammar, a Ist, 2d and 
3d Class in Speliing, a Class in History, a Isi, 
2d and 3d Class in Reading, and a Class in Com- 
stock's Philosophy, passed in beautiful order 
under review; displaying the faithfulness of the 
Tutoress, and the succesful attainments of each 
scholar. 

It was now near noon, and the hour of the day 
in connexion with the feelings of the multitude, 
recalled the fact that man possesses a body as 
well asa mind, and as the latter had been high- 
ly entertained by an intellectual feast, it was rea- 
sonable that some provision should be madé for 
the former. The kind and hospitable friends of 
the Academy had anticipated this emergency, 
and had made ample provision to meet it.

Examination were resumed. A Ist and 2d Class 
in Geography, a Class in Botany, a 1st, 2d and 
3d Class in Arithmetic and a Class in Astrono- 
my, were examined in their proper order. The 
different Classes gave satisfactory evidence, that 
their proficiency was, in some considerable de- 
gree, proportionate tothe diligent attention and 
culture they had enjoyed. The audience were 
then delighted with some seven or eight recita- 
tions cf Poetry upon the stage, by the little 
boys, which gave some sparks of the latent fire, 
which will animate the orator of future years. 
These recitations were alternately followed by 
appropriate music on the Piano, by the young

The next exercise in order, was an original 


Colloquy, in which every. scholar participated, 
We have not the vivid imagination, and the 
graphic pen necessary to give a faithful delinc a- 
tion of this literary exercise. We will there- 
fore not attempt it. Suffice it to say, it was the 
most enlivening and interesting exercise con- 
nected with the Examination. 

The exercises of the day were brought toa 
termination, by the reading of Compositions from 
the young Ladics. They displayed a degree of 
talent and learning that was bi menda- 


ble. 
Tho audience then dispe differ- 


ent parents returned to their ve homes, 
grateful for the institutins and privileges of 
our enlightened age, and animated with the 
joyful hopes excited by the successful achieve- 
ments of their offspring. 

After a vacation of two weeks another session 
in the Academy will commence. We humbly 
trust that Miss Webster will receive a liberal 
portion of that support and encouragement 
which she sorichly deserves. ‘She is meek and 
unrssuming in her manners—systematic in her 
arrangements—a faithful Tutoress, and an ex- 
cellent disciplinarian.

From the South Carolinian. 
Interesting Correspondence. 


The following is the correspondence which 
was held between Mr. Rhett and our Executive, 
on the occasion of the resignation of the former 
as United States Senator : 


CotumsBia, April 30, 1852. 


To his Excelleney John H. Means, 
Governor of the State of South Carolina: 


Str : In consequence of the proceedings of 
the Convention which has just adjourned, | 
deem myself no longer a proper representat ve 
of the position and policy of the people of South 
Carolina with respect to the aggressions of the 
General Government. I therefore resign into 
the hands of your Excellency the office I now 
hold asa Senator in the Congress of the United 
States from the State of South Carolina. 


Believe me, dear sir, you most obedient ser- 
vant. R. B. Ruetr.

May. 2, 1852. 

My Dear Sir: Your letter of April 30th. 
containing your resignation ‘as a Senator in 
Congress o! the United States,” was handed to 
me by your son, Col. R. B. Rhett, just as the 
Convention had adjourned. A press of business 
prevented me from communicating with you 
that evening, and the. next morning I regretted 
to learn that you had lett Columbia befure I 
could see you on the subject. 

I do not feel disposed, my dear sir, to accept 
your resignation until [ have had an opportunit 
of requesting you to reconsider the matter. 
do not consider that the course of the Conven- 
tion has been such as to render you an “ unfit 
representative of the State.” 1 am very far 
from believing that the State has repudiated the 
idea of resistance to Federal aggression. That 
the people by their voice in Octubér last decided 
by a large majority against immediate separate 
State secession cannot be denied. and, in obedi- 
ence to this decision, the Convention was bound 
to act; but atthe same time it puts forth with 
great unanimity, (without respect to recent 
party divisions,) in the solemn furm of an “ Or- 
dinance,” an embodiment of the very princi- 
_ which you, in common with the State 

ights party of the State, tor years have ad- 
vocated. 

I hope that you, upon a consideration of the 
subject, will withdraw your resignation, and 
continue to occupy a position which you have 
filled with ability and fidelity. . 

I will take no action in the premises until I 
hear from you. An answer, however, is re- 
quested at your earliest convenience.

Dear Sir: Yours of the 2d instant was de- 
livered to me by my son, whom you kindly depu- 
ted to bring me your communication requesting 
me to reconsider the resignation | tendered to 

our Excellency of my seat asa Senator from 

South Carolina in the Congress of the United 

States. lassure your Excellency that I had 

maturely considered the course I should pursue 
when I tendered you the resignation of my seat, 

and the subsequent reflection, which is due to 
your Excellency’s communication, has not satis- 
fied me (with profound deference to your Ex- 
cellency) that t could have pursued any other 
course. I agree with your Excellency that the 
people, by the vote in October last, did decide 
against immediate separate secession ; but I did 
not suppose, urtil convinced by the action of 
the Convention, that they had decided in fa- 
vor of absolute subm'ssicn. Still less did | sup- 
pose that it was inconsistent with their will that 
the Convention should “vindicate in some way 
the outraged sovereignty of the State, by some 
measure retaliatory on our common enemies, or 
preparing her in the future for the better pro- 
tection of her people. The ordinance affirming 
the right of secession, to which your Excellen- 

cy alludes, is a mere declaration of an existing 
right, which from 1828 to this ae all parties in 

South Carolina have recognized. ‘lhe ordi- 
nance neither facilitutes itsexercise norany way 
gives potency tothe right, Jn the condition in 

which the State was placed by the fall election, 
doing nothing by the Convention, and assigning 
no reasons for non-action, is not only submis- 
sion to the wrongs of the General Government. 
but to my apprehension is a tacit affirmance of 
the policy ef co-operation, which alone pre- 
vented us from acting. I need not say to your 
Excellency that I have all my life been a sup- 
porter of Siate rights an! State sovereignty 

Co-operation repudiates both as practical entities, 
and instead of enforcing them, for the protec- 
tion of the citizen of South Carvlina, casts him 
on the aid and strength of the other States. 
Any practical vindication by the Convention of 
State-rights, any measure asserting the sov- 
ereignity of the State, would have satisfied me 
that the State did not intend to rest on this-poli- 
cy. But she has done nothing in the Conven- 
tion,“and I am compelled tu infer that her po- 
sition is submission, and her policy co-operation. 
| repeat what I said in my letter of resignation 
to your Excellency, that I do not “ deem my- 
self a proper representative” of such a position 
and siiey. I theretore regret that 1 cannot 
comply with the wishes of your Excellency, and 
withdraw my resignation. 

Sensible of the profouud respect I owe the 
State as my sovereign, and deeply grateful for 
the many favors and honors she has con‘erred 
upon me, I bow to her declared will, and make 
way for those, who, with hearts less sad, and 
judgments more convinced, can better sustain 
her in the course she has determined to pursue.

Under the ordinary arrangements of plant- 
ing, the corn crop will receive {ts second 
working in the early part of this month.— 
This is to be done mainly, on all except new 
lands, with the plow. The corn is now large 
enough to bear dirting pretty literally, and 
with a good plow, well managed, nearly all 
maybe done without the aid of the hoe. 
Some arrangements must be made for throw- 
ing the light earth-alout the roots of the 
corn. A turning plow does this very per- 
fectly, and is often used, but we think with 
much damage to the land, and would there- 
fore prefer some other plow, by which to 
tumble the earth, as it is elevated by a scoot- 
er or shovel plow, about the roots of the stalk. 
Very little aid is required, as the plow, well 
managed, will very nearly accomplish the ob- 
ject. A very small strip of wood, one or two 
inches wide, and extending a little beyond the 
edge of the furrows, fastened to the stock just 
above the plow hoe, will answer the purpose 
very well, and save the land from the damage 
which we consider must enstie from being 
turned over at this season of the year, At 
this time, if the land has been previously well 
broken, we should advise that the plowing 
should neither be quite so deep nor so close 
as at the first‘ going over; but this ought to 
be a pretty thorough working. The scooter 
or shovel may be nsed now, as circumstances 
demand. If the land is at all hard or tena- 
cious, the former; but if soft, the latter will 
be best. Any peculiarities growing out of 
the land, or the character of the seasons, 
must have much to do in settling these ques- 
tions. Some work must be done with the 
hoe, at this time, in removing grass not de- 
stroyed by the plow, cleaning round trees 
and stumps, straightening up the bent stalks 
pulling off suckers, and removing any surplus 
stalks which may have been left. 


COTTON CULTURE. 


 ———— 


Some of the incipient thinnings of cotton 
will have already been done’; but the busi- 
ness of reducing to a stand, yet remains ; 
and in this month, this important branch of 
cotton making, is to be attended to. Much 
care and good judgment is now required, and 


well done. ‘The fate of the crop is often set- 
tled adversely, by careless, rough work, at this 
time. The eotton plant is very tender, and 
by bruises and damages at this working, is 
often made to die for weeks after, when other 
causes are sought to explain disasters to the 
weed. Too much care cannot be taken to 
avoid these results. We have said be- 
fore, that the distance must be regulated 
by the quality of the soil, and the probable 
size to which the plant will grow. We have 
said also that the tap root of cotton is the 
main feeder. This opinion has been objected 
to; and it is insisted that the main office of 
this root is, to give strength to the plant.—-} 
We do not admit our error; but, that we 


selves understood. All for which we have 
contended is, that this is the main root, and 
the parent from which all other roots eme- 
nate; and whilst we agree that the lateral 
roots may in strictness be the feeders, yet 
these supplies all come back through the com- 
mon parent of them all, to send up their sup- 


that provision shall be made to encourage 
the vigorous and ample growth of the tap 


that it may send out a large supply of those 
little rootlets, that they may search for ap- 
propriate food, and bring it through this com- 
mon parent, to supply the wants of the 


_ We have thought it necessary to fall back 
upon this explanation, for the better under- 
standing of the opinions which we held, and 
that we may prepare the minds of our reade 
ers for the care which we shall advise in the 
culture of cotton, not to disturb these lateral 


or deep plowings. At the present age of the 
plant, not much damage is to be anticipa- 

ted.; but as it grows larger, the plow should 
run further off and shallower. In lands which 
are not very soft by nature, or whiclt have 
been made so by previous good work, we 
should advise, at this time, close and rather 
deep plowing. This is the more important 
to be done now, because it may be done with- 
out damage to the plant; and if not now 
done, cannot be safely at any other working. 
After the squares appear freely, if the work 
up to that time has been well done, no deep 
or close plowings will be required, or should 
be allowed, in the culture of cotton. 

By bad management, or with very adverse 
Seasons, cases may arise in which it may be 
necessary to depart from this rule, All such 
cases present a choice of evils, and the best 
| Which can be done is to choose the least.— 


The hoe is the great implement for ‘cotton 
culture, and must now be used freely and 


skillfully. Only‘edough dirf shotild be added 


at this time, to give a better additional sup- 
} port to the stalk. Beware of working cotton 


when the earth is wet; and if it is very dry, 
do not depend upon killing grass by cover- 
ing up, lest you may find, when too late, that 
you have been deceived in the operation.— 
Soil of the South. 


PROTECTION OF YOUNG TREES AGAINST 
Rassirs.—We have read an ariicle in the 
Horticulturalist, translated from the French, 
detailing a plan for the protection of trees 
against rabbits. We will give one of our 
own, which we have found simple and easy 
in its operation—a protection and invigorator 
ofthe young tree. Rub the trunk of the tree 
with soft soap, spring and fall, and rabbits 
will never touch them. It also gives the young 
tree a healthy, vigorous start, andis worth 
the application, even were there no fear of 
rabbits. Apple and pear are the favorite trees 
for rabbits to bark, and this month they will 
be particularly bad upon them, as rabbit gra” 
zing is scarce. See to your trees in season.

- To Maxe Hens: Lay.—The South .Caro- 
linian says, a neighbor states that hog’s lard 
is the best thing he can find to mix the 
dough he gives to his hens. He says that 
one cut of this fat, as large as a walnut, will 
set a hen to laying immediately after she 
has been broken up from setting, and that, 
by feeding them with the fat occasionally, 
his hens @ontinue laying through the whole 
winter. This is worth trying, at least 


For Your Catrite anp Horsrs.—Mix 
occasionally one part of salt with four parts 
of wood ashes, and give the mixture to differ- 
ent kinds of stock, summer and winter. It 
promotes their appetites, and tends to keep 
them in a healthy condition. It is said to be 
good against bots in horses, murrain in cattle, 
and rot in sheep. 


To Prevent Bors 1n Horses.—A per- 
son of much experience in veterinary science 
is never troubled with this disease in his 
horses. His simple practice during the fall 
months, is to keep a greasy cloth in the 
stable, and once a week rub with it such 
parts of the animal as may have been attack- 
ed by the nit-fly. Grease destroys aud pre- 
vents the eggs from hatching. 


‘To Core Nose Bieepixe.—Roll up a 
piece of paper, and press under the upper lip. 
We have tried this plan in a great number of 
cases, and have only seen it fail on one oeca- 
sion. 


HIGH AND LOW PRESSURE. 


The New York Mirror says:—-When we 


speak of the high pressure steamers on the 


Western rivers, do not some of our readers 
ask—what is the meaning of high pressure ? 
We imagine that they do, aad that they will 
thank us for answering the question. Those 
who know already, may occupy themselves 
with other articles . 

Attend, then, reader pupil. The steam 
engine is set in motion by the driving. back- 
ward and forward of the piston in the cylin- 
der, just as a cork might be driven in a tube, 
from one end to the other, and this is effect- 
ed by the steam. The steam is let in below 
the.piston, and drives it up, and is then let 
in above, and drives it down. Of course, 
when the piston has descended to the bottom 
of the-cylinder, the steam which drives it 
down is in the way of its ascent. ‘The cylin- 
der is to be opened near the top, and the 
steam let in below, must force out the steam 
above. 

But this cylinder full of steam is to be driv- 
en out against the atmosphere. - The whole 
inner surface of the cylinder is pressed by 
the atmosphere about fifteen pounds on eve- 
ry square inch. Now if the steam let in be- 
low does not exceed fifteen pounds to the 
square inch, the piston will not rise. We 
must have a pressure of steam greater than 
this, to produce motion at all. But if the 
steam above the piston can be suddenly cool- 
ed back into water, it will be put out of the 
way, and a vacuum will be found in its place. 
There will be nothing to prevent the upward 
motion—every ounce of pressure below will 
be effective. The atmosphere itself, if allow- 
ed to enter below, would drive up the piston 


In the low pressure engines, the steam 


which has driven the piston in one direction, 


is condensed into: water, and taken entirely 
out of the way, before the piston returns. In 
these engines, if the steam let in gives a pres- 
sure of fifteen pounds to the inch within the 
cylinder, this will just balance the pressure of 
the atmosphere without, and the engine will 
move wilMBut any pressure upon ths boiler, 
outward, It is only above this pressure that 
the strain on the boiler begins. But in the 
high pressure engines, there is no apparatus 
for condensing the steam. It is driven out, 
in the way described, against the atmosphere, 
and the first fifteen pounds of pressure on 
the boiler does nothing to move the en- 
gine. Itis only above this that anything is 
accomplished. 

The engines of our locomotives, and our 
mills, shops, and factories generally, are high 
pressure. The condensing apparatus adds 
much to the expense, and requires much 
space. Un all our. Eastern steamers, con- 
densing or low pressure engines are used. 

Perhaps this explanation will suffice. The 
manner of effecting the -condensation of the 
steam, we will not now describe. The read- 
er is satisfied, we trust, in regard to the pecu- 
liarity which gives the names high pressure 
and low pressure. ‘The former are known by 
their puffing off a portion of steam, at every 
stroke, into the atmosphere.

CURE FOR DEAFNESS, 

Mr. S.. W. Jewitt, writing to the Boston

part until you come to that portion slightly 
colored or penetrated by the tobacco ; mash 
up the balance of the tobacco; put it in a 
phial.. Three drops of this oil, Mrs. B. in- 
formed me, she dropped into the ear after 
her daughter had retired to bed, which im- 
mediately gave her considerable pain whieh 
lasted for some.time.. Before morning, how- 
ever, her hearing was so extremely delicate 
and sensitive, that she suffered by the sound 
and noise in common conversation! This 
she soon overcame, and for more than three 
years past her hearing has been entirely re- 
stored, to the great joy. of her parents and 
friends! Having been acquainted with the 
family for many years, the case is so miracu- 
lous and gratifying, that I cannot, in justice 
to the affticted, refrain from making this sim- 
ple and effectual remedy for deafness known. 


To Crieanse Jars.—Fill them with rather 
hot water, and stir in it a spoonful or so of 
pearlash (or caustic potash is better) pouring 
off, and rapeating if necessary. ‘The adher- 
ing contents will be immediately disengaged. 
For extreme cases, let the water and pearl- 
ash stand a few hours. Rinse the jar with 
cold water. Vials and other vessels are 
easily washed in this way.
